Startling Accusations Made 
by Vanderbilt Scion. 


GRANDSON OF COMMODORE 


SOCIETY FRIENDS THOUGHT HE 
WAS STUDYING ART ABROAD. 


William Vanderbilt Allen Avers He 
Was Lured Away From Sister's 
Cottage and Held Prisoner 
by the Doctors.

NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—‘'For six years I 
have been detained against my will in @ 
lunatic asylum. I am a perfectly sane 


man.” 
This is the declaration made by William 


S Vanderbilt Allen, great-grandson of Com- 
modore Vanderbilt. 
As a result of the claims of kidnaping and 


unjustifiable imprisonment made at New 
Liochelle by Allen, Clarence Lexow, an at- 
torney, will have doctors examine Mr. 
Allen to ped rmine whether he is insane, as 
his relatives say, or sane, as he says, and 
he will also make a thorough’ | investigation 
of all the charges made by the alleged in- 
sane man with the view of learning who 
is responsible for causing his six years’ im- 
prisonment. 

The case is mystifying and is attracting 
wide attention. Kidnaped by two supposed 
triends, rushed off to a private sanitarium 
at Westport, Conn., held there for six years. 
Gurtng which time he was denied the ‘privi- 
lege of seeing any one or communicating 
with the outside world, ali because some- 
one who claimed relationship declared him 
to be unsou mentally—that is the story 
which Mr. Pie tells. In telling it, says 
Mr. Tierney, one of the commission appoint- 
ed to adjudge him insane so he eould be 
committed to a state institution for the in- 
sane. he showed not a trace of mental de- 
rangement. 

Allen Tells 

His Story. ‘ | 

Watched closely by an attendant, Mr. Al- 
len was brought on Friday into the office 
of Mr. Tierney, who is an attorney in New

No one expected him to speak 
‘T am giad,”’ said he, ‘that an opportu- 
nity to speak has at last been anted to 
me. I had begun to believe that never

understand the situation at all. It surely 
Is not in keeping with the laws of right 
to seize a man in the dark, clap him in an 
institution and detain him under lock and 
key for years and years. If he is a crim- 
inal or a maniac such a proceeding might 
be understood, but in the case of a man 
who is neither it is puzzling. to say the 
least. I shall not take the time here to 
tell how I have been treated. The stary 
of my imprisonment I shall defer till an- 
other time. 1 shall at this time ask such 
that this inquiry be adjourned until suc 
time as I can be represented by counsel, 
insist that I am entitled to this iy 
tional right." 


No Means of 

Employing Counsel. 

Mr. Allen's appeal was delivered dispas- 
eionately and with perfect self-control. Mr. 
Tierney conferred a moment with the other 
members of the commission and told Mr. 
Allen he would permit him to_ be repre- 
sented by counsel. 

“But how can I engage counsel?’ asked 
he. “I have been trying to do so for vears. 
if I write, the letters will be destroyed. ! 
have been denied absolutely the privilege 
of communicating with anyone. Let me 
remain at liberty, see a lawyer and talk 
with him. I will be here on the date 
mentioned.”’

HE FOUGHT WITH BOERS 


LED IRISH BRIGADE AGAINST 
THE BRITISH. 


American Officer, Who Is Now but 40, 
Has Had an Eventful Career as 


Soldier of War and 
Fortune. 


: When John Dillon and Michael Davitt, 
the Irish envoys, arrive in St. Louis to- 
morrow, thay will be accompanied by 
Col. John Y. F. Blake, the famous United 
Staqs army officer and soldier of fortune, 
who commanded the Irish brigade in the 
Boer war against Great Britain. 

Col. Blake, who graduated from the 
United States Military Academy at West 
Point in 1880; has had an eventful career, 
although he is now little more than 40. 

It dates from his first night in New 
York city, when he blew out the gas and 
narrowly escaped asphyxiation; through 
his four years at West Point, his experi- 
ences hunting Geronimo with Gen. Char- 
fee over the blistering plains of Arizona, 
down to his thrilling career in the Boer 
eervice, as commander of the Irish brigade. 

As his old comrades remember him Blake 
was a perfect specimen of manhood in his 
youth. Over six feet tall, he did not carry 
an ounce of superfluous flesh. His hand- 
some appearance, genial manners and flash- 
ing wit made him a favorite everywhere. 
With women he was a favorite. He always 
had the faculty of saying or doing the right 
thing at the right time. 


BORN IN MISSOURI. 

Blake was born in the rural district of 
Missouri, near Kansas City. After grad- 
uating from West Point, where he was 
known as a daredevil, he was assigned to 
duty with the Sixth cavalry in Arizona. He 
proved a source of interest to the whole 
post by his bright and merry ways and 
frequently amazed the cowboys by his feats 
in horsemanship. To this day in Arizona 
he is referred to as “the best horseman 
that ever sat in a government saddle." 

He was promoted. to the rank of first 
Heutenant in October, 1887, and two years 
‘ater resigned his commission and mar- 
ried one of the richest belles of Grand Rap- 
ids, Mich. 

Iie engaged in the railroad business in 
that city and was soon as popular in social 
and business circles as he had been in the 
army. Domestic tranquility was not. his 
pertion, however, and after separating from 
his wife he departed for parts unknown and 
held no communication with his former as- 
sociates for years. 


IN SOUTH AFRICA. 

He was next heard of in Rhodesia, South 
Africa, where he had gone to see what 
the opportunities were for American capi- 
tal and labor. An article in the National 
Review on the subject made his friends 
iware of his whereabouts. 

When the Boers resolved to resist Eng-

land’s demands to the last Blake ten- 
dered his services and sword to the burgh- 
ers. In the saddle he taught them how an 
American soldier led a cavalry charge. 
Hiis dash and bravery, skill in tactics and 
military acumen recommended him to the 
Boer leaders as a valuable man and when 
the Irish Brigade was organized he was 
placed in command. 

The services rendered by that gallant 
band of soldiers is now well-known his- 
tory, and their heroic attempt to aid a 
humble people to achieve that freedom 
which had been denied their own race for 
centuries evoked not only the gratitude of 
the Boers, but the admiration of the civi- 
lized world.
